STATE UNIVERSITY NEEDED 
During the past year many millions 


rtf dollars were donated to colleges and 
educational institutions; throughout the 
country so that many of them as a 
result will be able, to extend their use- 
fulness. 
Although Harvard university 


is supposed to be one of 
the 
most 


richly endowed in the country, yt cer- 
tain members of its alumni have start- 
ed a movement to raise Jlu.tiOu.uuO fur 
ttie benefit of their alrna 
mater. 
In 


sjiite of all the gifts which the. col- 
leges receive, there is little additional 
opportunity offered for the youth who 
has not the wherewithal to 
pay his 


way. What is greatly needed here in 
Massachusetts, as inmost other states, 
is a state universily in which the poor 
b.oy could get n. college 
education. 


Perhaps it is too much to expect the 
state to go quite so far for the ad- 
vancement of its people although its 
money could not be spent for a better 
purpose. Much has been done in col- 
lege extension work 
which 
enables 


students to follow up special branches 
without, leaving home, either by cor- 
respondence or oral instruction but it 
would require many years to complete 
i full college course by this means. 


'- There is also great, need of a. train- 
ing college for men teachers in this 
commonwealth. 
At the present time 


normal schools are maintained for the 
training of teachers in the elementary 
schools, but there is no regular train- 
Ing course for male teachers of 
the 


secondary schools. This is one of the 
great educational needs of the com- 
monwealth. 


'-_ The assumption that, any young man 
who has graduated from a college can 
teach successfully in a high school has 
long ago been disproved. 
The teach- 


ers in our high schools require special 
training quite as much, if not more, 
than do the teachers of the elementary 
schools. There is no greater obstacle 
to success in high school work than 
the lack of ability to maintain disci- 
pline. Some people are born discipli- 
narians, but for those who are not so 
gifted, it is possible to acquire the art. 
jt least to a satisfactory degree. 
If 


ihe latter receive no training 
except 


from actual experience, they learn at 
a heavy cost to their classes. 


• To the skilled eye, this lack of abil- 
ity to govern a large class and main- 
tain the discipline necessary to prog- 
ress cannot be concealed. It is shown 
in a thousand different ways, in mis- 
direction 
and 
demoralization. Such 


ponditions could not exist with prop- 
erly trained teachers. 


The state board of education on 


various occasions has called attention 
to the need of a training school for 
men teachers, but the legislature has 
never shown the willingness to make 
the necessary appropriation. Such an 
institution would greatly improve our 
public school system. It would enable 
high schools to accomplish much more 
Effective work than at present. 


It seems that unless the educators 


of the commonwealth, and particularly 
the state board of education, continue 
to agitate for such a. training college, 
it "will never be 
forthcoming. The 


state has made great progress along 
various educational lines but in this 
direction there is little prospect of im- 
mediate improvement. Some 
of 
the 


colleges offer educational courses to 
meet this necessity, but none 
suffi- 


ciently extensive to supply the pre- 
cise training needed. 
The training 


college should offer a sound education- 
al course in addition to the 
theory 


and practice of teaching. It is high 
time a state so progressive in other 
respects should make this departure in 
order to perfect the public school sys- 
tem and make it tiie best in the coun- 
try.

It has been known for some 


weeks past, by a comparatively small 
number, that 
an amendment to 
the 


Owen 
bill would be offered by Sena- 


tor Gallinger, republican floor leader, 
but the matter 
has been kept quiet 


until it was introduced Saturday. The 
Oallinger amendment calls for a con- 
gressional committee for the purpose 
of investigating the alleged 
disfran- 


chisement of negroes in the south, with 
ii view of possibly reducing the. repre- 
sentation in congress and the electoral 
college proportionately, and it virtual- 
ly means that there will be unlimited 
and hot debate on southern representa- 
tion of the 
Owen bill comes to 
the 


front. 
The amendment instructs the 


committee, which would consist of live 
senators and five congressmen to "take 
into consideration all conditions under 
which the 
suffrage 
is 
exercised 
or 


abridged no less than the laws them- 
selves under which it is done," and re- 
port its conclusions to congress. 
The 


bill is .admittedly aimed at the voting 
practice in the .southern states, where 
in many instances, the negroes are dis- 
franchised on one ground or another 
:ind have no vote at elections. 
Senator 


Vardaman of Mississippi, where 
the 


neg-ro votes, if permitted, would more 
than double that o£ the white 
vote, 


"talked back" vigorously wli/n 
Mr. 


Oallinger introduced his 
amendment, 


and ended by saying, "There is u high- 
er iaw, higher than the law of man, 
which makes this necessary, referring] 
to the white supremacy of the south! 
and the need of. white control." 


It is understood that it will be left] 


for New England to take the leading 
part in the discussion, if the matter 
is pressed in congress, and that Sena- 
tor Galliugcr in the senate and a Mas- 
sachusetts man in the house—who at 
this moment must be nameless—win 
take, the leading part in guiding the 
measure through. 


Advocates of the Gallingcr amend- 


ment state that the south is constantly 
violating the provisions of the Hth and 
15th 
amendments of the 
constitution 


by disfranchising negroes without 
a 


corresponding reduction in the basis of 
representation in such states, and they 
are determined if the Owen act it; tak- 
en up to make the negro disfranchisc- 
n:eul a part of thai bill. 


The 14th amendment uf July :'l 1S6S, 


just after the «-iose of the Civil war, 
provides that representatives in con- 
gress shall be apportioned among the 
states, according to population, count- 
ing the whole number of persons 
in 


each state except Indians, not taxed. 
But when the right to vote at any elec- 
tion for federal officers is denied 
to 


any male inhabitant of any state who 
is *2l years of age and a citizen, or is 
in any way abridged except for par- 
ticipation in rebellion or other crime, 
the basis of 
representation 
in 
thnl 


state shall be proportionately reduced. 


The 15th amendment of 1870 provides 


the right of citizens of the 
United 


States to vote shall not be denied or 
abridged by the United States or by 
any state on account of race, color or 
previous condition of servitude. 
Tiu 


right of states to disfranchise is not 
the question at stake, but it is alleged 
that certain southern states 
disfran- 


chise without lessening their represen- 
tation in congress and electoral college, 
contrary to the constitution of the Uni- 
ted States. 
Congressman 
Rogers has been ac- 


tively interested in the proposed move- 
ment to look into the alleged illegal- 
ity of the southern vote, and has re- 
ceived many letters from men of prom- 
inence throughout New England re- 
garding the subject. 


But the, problem of enforcing that 


amendment by congressional act is ex- 
ceedingly 
difficult, if not impossible. 


The south will never consent to such 
measures, and without the co-opora- 
lion of the south it is practically im- 
possible. 
One'thing is certain, if the Owen bill 


is pressed for action, with the 
Gal- 


linger amendment attached, there will 
be a waving- of the bloody shirt brand 
of oratory in the senate, the like of 
which has not been heard for a quar- 
ter of a century.

LONDON, Jan. 15.—The Times' mili- 


tary correspondent maintains that the 
prolongation of the war, "as the 
re- 


sult of the foredoomed failure of the 
peace move," throws upon all the allies 
the duty of making greater efforts in 
order to deserve victory. He says that 
Germany did not wait for a reply 10 
her peace offer but initiated measures 
a month ago to expand her supply of 
men and munitions. 


"We ought to see." the correspond- 


ent writes, "clearly enough now 
that 


cur efforts on land, especially on t!u: 
western front, have not been adequate 
to secure a decision or qveii to de- 
serve it." 


Referring to the imputation "with a 


tendency 
to 
exaggeration" that 
the 


British have ^,000,000 men in France 
and the French have 3.000,00(1, he says: 


"Statements of 
this 
nature 
servo 


rather to obscure the issues than to il- 
luminate them. It ought to be known 
and admitted that the great national 
strengths do not express the real value 
of fighting armies. 
We all ought to 


count in bayonets and guns in order to 
ascertain our chances of victory, and 
when we count in this manner the. fig- 
ures dwindle to quite a different total. 
The truth of the situation in the, west 
is that Germany has 12S divisions op- 
posed to us and that the number of 
French, British and Belgian divisions 
is not yet such as to promise a decision 
in an o ff e n si v e wa r. 


"The offensive devolves on us in or- 


der that we may evict the enemy from 
the territories of our allies and such 


'un offensive against modern means o: 
defense demands a great superiority ir ! 
strength, particularly in heavy guns ' 
infantry and all other modern military 
machinery.

'the latter receive no training 
except 


.from actual experience, they learn at 
;a heavy cost to their classes, 
i To the skilled eye, this lack of a'oil- 
vlty to govern a large class and main- 
Hain the discipline necessary to prog- 
ress cannot be concealed. It is shown 
_in a thousand different ways, in mis- 
direction 
and 
demoralization. 
Such 


conditions could not exist with prop- 


:erly trained teachers. 


• Tho state board of education on 
various occasions has called attention 
to the need of a training school for 
men teachers, but the legislature has 
never shown the willingness to make ! with one of the foremost public im- 
the necessary appropriation. 
Kuch an 


institution Would greatly improve our 
public school system. It would enable 
high schools to accomplish much more 
effective work than at present. 


It seems that unless the educators 


of the commonwealth, and particularly 
the state board of education, continue 
to agitato for such a training college, 
it will never be 
forthcoming. Tho 


state has made great progress along 
various educational lines but in this 
direction there is little prospect of im- 
mediate improvement. Some 
of 
tiio 


colleges offer educational courses to 
meet this necessity, but 
nono 
suffi- 


ciently extensive to supply the pre- 
cise training needed. 
The 
training 


college should offer a sound education- 
al course in addition to the 
theory 


and practice of teaching. It is high 
time a state so progressive in other 
respects should make this departure in 
order to perfect the public school sys- 
.tem and make it the best in the coun- 
try.
